To  the  CEAIRMiiN  and  MEMBERS  of  the  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Public  Health  Lepartment  for  1959. 

Greneral  vital  statistics  show  no  marked  changes,  except  that 
infant  mortality  is  higher  than  in  the  preceding  five  years. 

This  is,  I hope,  merely  a passing  halt  in  the  decline  of  this 
figure.  Prematurity  and/or  congenital  defects  accounted  for  all 
but  three  of  the  infant  deaths;  these  are  two  factors  over  which 
we  still  lack  effective  control.  I note  with  great  regret  two 
child  deaths  due  to  road  accidents.  Young  children,  who  ore 
impetuous  and  lacking  experience,  and  elderly  people,  who  are 
beginning  to  slow  down  in  their  reactions,  are  most  vulnerable 
on  the  roads. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  light,  except  for 
scattered  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  nowadays  a mild  disease,  and  an 
outbreak  of  sonn6  dysentery,  a troublesome,  but,  at  present, 
almost  invariably  not  really  dangerous,  infection. 

I thank  all  my  colleagues,  and  the  Committee,  for  yet 
another  year  in  which  work  for  Darwen  has  been  very  pleasant.

WATER  RESERVOIRS  - WAter  is  supplied  on  the  constant 

system  from  the  following  reservoirs  - Sunnyhurst  Iley , 
Earnsdale  and  Bull  Hill,  of  which  the  first  two  are 
open,  and  the  last  closed.  All  the  water  is  from 
moorland  gathering  grounds.  Water  in  the  Bull  Hill 
Reservoir  is  supplied  from  Bolton.  Two  supplementary 
water  supplies  are  also  available  when  required  from 
a borehole  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  a mineshaft 
at  Eccleshill  piped  to  Sunnyhurst  Reservoir. 

PURIFICATION  - All  water  is  sandfiltered  and 
chlorinate  d. 

SUPPLY  — The  approximate  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  supplied  direct  is  10,797. 


SAMPLING  CHEMICAL  - Nine  samples  of  water  from  public 

supplies  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year. 
Seven  were  satisfactorily  reported  upon  and  two  were 
unsatisfactorily  reported  upon. 


BACTEItlOLOGICAL  - Ten  samples  of  drinking  water 
from  Public  Supplies  and  four  samples  of  drinking 
water  from  two  private  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Seven  samples  from  the 
Public  Supplies  were  satisfactorily  reported  upon. 
The  other  three  samples  were  teat  samples  of  raw 
water,  before  treatment,  and  the  results  showed  the 
pollution  existing  before  filtration  and  chemical 
treatment  removed  it  prior  to  public  use. 

Three  samples  from  the  Private  Supplies  were 
satisfactorily  reported  upon,  whilst  one  sample  was 
unsatisfactorily  reported  upon. 

Further  samples  of  these  supplies  are  being 
taken  periodically.

1995  routine  and  special  inspections 
were  made  of  meat,  fish  and  other  food  shops 
and  market  stalls  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Re<;'ulat  ions  . Advice  was  given  as  necessary, 
and  various  works  of  improvement  initiated. 
These  consisted  principally  of  the  install-* 
ation  of  requisite  washing  facilities,  and 
of  counter  and  shelf  fittings  designed  to 
prevent  contamination  of  food. 


Routine  inspections  are  made  and  special 
inspections  as  occasion  requires,  but 
pressure  of  other  work,  especially  housing, 
has  limited  visitation  somewhat. 


Seventeen  smoke  observations  were  taken 
during  the  year,  and  advice  and  instructions 
to  stokers  on  firing  and  use  of  fuel,  to 
secure  as  far  as  possible  the  prevention  of 
black  or  heavy  smoking,  were  given.  One  of 
the  main  difficulties  encountered  in 
efforts  towards  smoke  abatement  is  the 
variable  quality  and  grade  of  the  fuel 
supplied  to  manufacturers,  who  still  seem 
to  be  limited  in  choice  of  particular  fuel 
suppl ies . 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  sixty 
six  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
vermin.  All  of  these  had  been  disinfested 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  gaseous  fumigation 
and  spraying  being  the  methods  ^ployed.

This  is  the  only  coniLiCn  lodging  house 
in  the  town  and  is  municipally  owned  and 
managed.  The  average  daily  number  of  lodgers 
for  the  year  was  Males,  123,78; 

Females,  15,09. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  seven  routine  and 
special  visits  were  paid  to  factories  with 
and  without  mechanical  power  during  the  year 
for  purposes  of  the  provisions  as  to  health. 
Defects  found  (chiefly  in  connection  with 
sanitary  conveniences)  were  notified  to 
occupiers  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  were 
either  completed  or  in  hand.  Pressure  of 
other  work  still  reduces  routine  visiting 
somewhat  below  the  level  considered 
desirable . 

As  previously,  the  fullest  co-operation 
was  maintained  between  the  Department  and 
n.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
service  is  completely  mechanised.  The 
tractor-drawn  trailer  tank  for  nightsoil 
collection  is  now  in  use  for  one  day  per 
week  only. 

Reference  was  made  in  a recent 
Annual  Report  to  the  great  difficulties 
experienced  by  the  Department  in  keeping 
the  refuse  collection  frequency  at  a 
reasonable  level  during  the  winter  months. 
Full  particulars  were  given  there  of  the 
various  factors  which  have  arisen  during 
the  past  20  years  which  affect  the  position 
These  factors  do  not  change  with  the 
passage  of  tine  and  the  Cleansing  Committee 
has  the  service  continually  under  review 
so  that  no  expedient  to  improve  the 
frequency  may  go  untried.  All  the  four 
districts  into  which  the  town  is  divided 
for  refuse  collection  purposes  are  now 
serviced  by  vehicles  which  have  maximum 
capacity  consistent  with  manoeuvre  ability 
in  the  narrower  streets.  These  vehicles 
are  of  the  "f ore-and— aft *'  tipping  type  and 
are  proving  very  successful. 

The  system  of  controlled  tipping 
continues  to  be  operated  at  the  Corporation 
owned  Bull  Hill  Tip  - the  only  one  now  in 
use.  It  is  situated  near  the  Southern 
boundary  of  the  Borough  which  mokes  the 
length  of  haul  from  the  Northern  half  some- 
what excessive.

The  price  of  waste  paper  rose  by  £1  to  £7 
per  ton,  bringing  it  level  with  container  waste. 

A large  Nissen  type  hut  sited  at  Bull  Hill 
Tip  is  used  for  sorting  and  baling  waste  paper 
and  rags,  and  separating  metals  for  disposal. 
Paper  and  container  waste  are  mechanically 
b al  e d , 

As  from  October,  1959,  the  Corporation 
ceased  to  process  waste  food  and  rented  the 
buildings  and  plant  to  a local  pig-keeper,  whom 
they  licensed  and  to  whom  they  continued  to 
deliver  the  waste  food  collected  by  them.  In 
this  way  the  wage  of  one  employee  was  saved. 

This  was  an  obvious  economy  measure  to  take  as 
the  cost  of  processing  waste  food  — e.g,  wage, 
fuel,  etc,,  - had  already  begun  to  exceed  the 
income  from  its  sale.

GENKiAL 

OBSERVATIONS 


"Overcrowding"  as  to  mixed  sexes  in 
families,  not  involving  legal  overcrowding 
has  been  fairly  comcion  in  two-bedroomed 
houses,  but  is  gradually  being  reduced. 


The  chief  difficulty  in  housing  work 
is  the  inability  to  secure  extensive 
repairs  by  informal  action,  with  the 
result  that  statutory  procedure  has  to  be 
invoked,  with  all  the  additional  work  and 
time  involved. 

It  is,  perhaps,  worthy  of  note  here, 
that  since  the  last  Report  the  Corporation 
have  token  over  7 houses  at  the  request  of 
the  owners  in  discharge  of  debts  for 
default  repair  works,  making  a total  of 
42  houses  so  far  taken  over. 

In  addition,  a further  20  houses  of 
varying  types  and  sizes  have  been  acquired 
by  the  Corporation  at  the  instance  of,  and 
by  agreement  with,  the  owners,  making  a 
total  of  144  houses  so  far  taken  over,  of 
which  12  were  in  Rousing  Clearance  or 
Redevelopment  Schemes.  Those  not  in  such 
Schemes  have  been,  or  are  to  be,  repaired. 
Some  of  the  others  have  been  patch-repaired 
for  temporary  occupancy  ponding  final 
clearance  . 

Inspection,  survey  and  repair 
proceeded  steadily  throughout  the  year.

BIOLOGICAL.  Fifty  samples  were  submitted  for 
guinea  pig  inoculation.  Fifty  were  reported  as 
negative . 

BACTERIOLOGICAL.  Eighty  samples  were 
examined  during  the  year.  Fifty-two  were  satis- 
factorily reported  upon,  twenty— eight  were 
unsatisfactorily  reported  upon.  The  reports  were 
passed  on  for  appropriate  action  to  the  virloicnal 
Milk  cffi<‘<»r. 

CHEMICAL  /iN/iLYSIS  CF  MILK  - See  Tables  I 

and  II  below. 

The  Public  Abattoir  was  closed  in  June,  1941, 
in  pursuance  of  a Ministry  of  Food  Scheme  for 
further  centralising  slaughtering. 

Butchers’  and  other  food  shops,  stalls  and 
vehicles,  and  premises  used  for  the  preparation 
of  human  food  are  regularly  inspected. 

The  amount  of  food  examined,  certified 
unfit,  and  either  destroyed  or  utilised, after 
sterilisation,  for  animal  feeding-stuf fs,  was  as 
shown  in  Table  III  on  Page  37. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary  in 
respect  of  unsound  food  during  the  year. 

The  Local  Authority,  by  direction  of  the 
Minister,  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for 
the  Borough. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the 
Public  Analyst,  whose  advice  and  help  are  always 
available  and  much  valued. 

The  quality  of  the  food  sold  in  the  district 
is  generally  good.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Pork  Sausages  (Samples  Nos.  3 and  5) 
were  poor  in  neat  content,  judged  by  the  unofficial  standard  of  65^ 
mininun  meat  content,  which,  following  the  wartime  precedent,  we 
consider  to  be  a reasonable  one.  But  in  the  absence  of  a statutorily 
declared  standard,  no  action  can  be  taken  by  the  Local  Authority,  as, 
in  a case  taken,  the  Local  Bench  declined  to  fix  a standard. 

It  is,  and  I think  rightly,  the  generally  held  opinion  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  Public  Analysts,  that  a meat  content  standard 
should  be  fixed  for  both  beef  and  pork  sausages,  since,  without  it,  it 
will  not  be  possible  even  to  attempt  to  secure  that  when  the  public 
are  buying  these  articles  of  food,  they  will  be  getting  the  right 
nutritional  material  in  satisfactory  proportions.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


Investigation  and  disinfestation  proceeded  steadily  throughout 
the  year,  and  it  has  become  increasingly  obvious  that  the  initial 
survey  and  co-ordinated  treatments,  and  especially  the  comprehensive 
and  radical  treatment  of  the  sewers,  have  reduced  to  a low  level  the 
degree  of  infestation  in  the  town.  This  has  been  maintained  now  for 
thirteen  years,  and  it  is  expected  that  regular  re-survey,  sewer 
maintenance  treatment  and  block  control,  will  keep  it  there  or  still 
further  reduce  it.
